2 J Then Solomon aſſembled the eiders 

of Iſrael, and ail the heads of the tribes, 

the chief of the fathers of the children of 

Iſrael unto Jeruſalem, to bring up the 

Ark of the covenant of the LORD, out of 

the N of David, which & Zion. 

2 Wheretore ail the men of Iſrael aſſem- 
bled themſelyes unto the king in the feaſt, 
which was in the ſeventh month.
